For years the rate on live stock and
meatls through the Bouth Omaha yurds
and to and from the packing houses has
been B por car for switching, Some
months ago the stook yards company
applied to the commisslon for permission
| to Intrease tho awitching charges on dead
fraight, auch as hay, feed, supplies, coal
and other commodities used about the
pucking houses and the yards. An in-
crease of §i por oar, or from 32 to 13,
wans asked, After a hearing the applica-
tion was denled and the matter ran along
sovernl montha. Subsequently the stock
yards company gave motice of the pro-
posed increass, It belng the saame as the
ono formerly asked for and denled, Noth-
ing more was heard of the matter and
the company, feeling that permission was
to be granted, got out ita new tariffe,
effectivea March 2, and distributed them
Now wark comes from Washington that
the proposed Increase In  awitching
chargea ls suspended until July 15, and
In the meantime the matter will be up for
hearing before the comminsion.
